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WAGES IN FARWELL 
OVERALL FACTORY 


o 


Experienced Girls Gan Make Big 
Wages. 


Experts Can Make $2 to $3 
O 
a Day. 


There are now 100 girls and women 
Qmployed in the Farwell overall fac­ 
tory. 
A. few days ago a dozen girls 
who had worked two or three weeks, 
left the employ of the factory because 
they could not make living wages and 
the story was put In circulation that 
the Farwell company were not doing 
the right thing by the girls. 


Yesterday John V. Farwell, jr., was 
over from Chicago and he invited Pres­ 
ident Miller of the board of trade and 
a N e w s reporter to visit the factory 
and ascertain if there was any truth in 
the report. 


The visitors were given the privilege 
of interviewing any of the girls and 
were allowed to see the wajjes tho 
girls are making. 
The running of a 
■ ewing machlnc on overall and shirt 
work la a trade and the now hands who 
start cannot make much better than 25 
cents a day on tbc start. 
Some of the 
girls who have been in the factory for 
two weeks or more are not making 
more than 50 cents a day, and others 
are making less. The Grst girls who 
entered the factory are now making 15 
«nd upwards per week. 


< Everything depends upon tha exper­ 
ience of the operator, and of course 
natural talent has something to do 
w!*,h the amount of wages made. 
The 
running' of the sewing raachines is a 
trade that cannot be learned lu a min­ 
ute, a day or a week. 
Apprentices in 
nearly 2very trade are compelled to 
work for months without the salary of 
a cent, while in the overall factory in 
two or three weeks the operators can 
make their board. Tw« or three weeks 
before Fresident Miller 
visited tbc 
factory and inter viewed oae of the 
youn^ ladicü he is acquainted with. At 
th at time the girl was diHcouraged and 
was thinkiut? of leaving. Mr. Miller ad­ 
vised her 10 give tbe buiiness a fair 
test. 
V''e«terday she bad a dlCPerent 
story to tell. 
She said: 


*'Tbe buHincHs is all right when you 
be^in to know tt. 
Thin week 1 am 
making; 72 cents a day and it is going 
easier.” 


To öfiow the vinitors the possibilities 
•Tor nmkinti: wages Mr. Farwell put two 
of the expert girls at work and had Mr. 
Miller time them for half an hour. One 
worked on shirts and the other ou 
overalls.

MICHIGAN CROP PROSPECTS. 


Oonditlou of Fruit Treea Could Not Be 
Better at Present. 


Lansing, May 
3 . - The 
generally 
warm, dry weather of the past seven 
days has greatly advanced farm work. 
A large amount of sunshine land email 
amount of 
rain has dried out the 
ground so that most llelds can now be 
worked. 
The warm weather following 
the warm showers of the week previous 
has greatly improved the condition oi 
grass, rye and meadow’s, and also been 
beneficial to wheat. 
Wheat, however, 
continues in generally poor condition 
and many eorrespondenlH continue to 
report that wheat fields are being 
plowed under for oats and corn. 
Oat 
s«:eding has advam:ed rapidly in tho 
central and southern counties and been 
quite generally bi*^un In the northern 
counties and some portions of the upper 
peninnula; in the e.xtreme southern 
counties early sown oats are coming up 
nicely. 


Barley and pea seeding are also well 
advanced 
and 
farmers 
have 
quite 
generally begun plowing 
for 
corn 
Karly potato planting is well advanced 
In the southern couniies and quite 
generally begun in the central coun­ 
ties. 
Reports regarding the condition 
of fruit trees and fruit buds are unusu­ 
ally encouraging this year; with but 
one or two e.Kcej)tions in a very large 
number of reports all correspondents 
agree that the condltit)n of fruit trees 
could not be belter at present.

state.
